BIG BATCH OF INDICTMENTS RETURNED. 



*Kings Cbuntv Grand Jury Indicts Thirtv-Seven Al- 
leged Violators of Betting Laws. 



New York. July 2X. — The Kings County grand iiiry 
today banded down fort.v one indictments againsi 
the men arresteil in the race track crusade. Siibsi' 
intently .Magistrate Tighe. in the .Adams street 
police court, had N-fore him f<a"tv six men who had 
been arrested at the track. Ihirlv seven of whom 
were discharge*! Iiy tlie magistrate liecaiisc the in- 
dtetments found against tlieiii lisik their ca.ses out 
of the iHdi<-e ••onrt’s Jurisdiction. The other eight 
were held by Magistrate Tighe for a further hearing 
this afternoon. Besides the forty-six alleged violat- 
or.s of the anti lielling law who were arraigned to- 
gether, Ihrie others were Jield on the same charge 
by .Magistrate Titlie for further examination on 
.riilv .'10. Altliough but thirtv-seven alleged laaik 
makers were indicted lialay. in three cases the grand 
iiiry by plural indictments tiroiight the niiiiilier up 
to forty-one. The Ihirt.v-eight men snrren<len‘d 
theniseives after learning of tlie <-liarges aud Were 
arraigned before Judge FHke. in the ixiiinlv court. 
Throiigli their eoimsel they entered a plea of not 
guilty and were paroled in the cusIihIv of tlie at- 
torneys iiiitil their bail ImhuIs hail la-eii adiiisted in 
the district attia-ney’s ottiiv. Bail wa.s Hxed at 
in each case, which was given in every ‘n- 
slaiK-e. Charles .McHcrmott aiUMUired as munsel for 
Joseidi Veiidig. and Jaeob Eilperin represmiled the 
icinainilig thirty six. The defeiidaiils were: Joseiih 

Veiidig. Edward Ellis. .Nicholas .Muller. Frank Carl- 
tiai. .loseph la-i-kowilz. Charles Ballinger. Oscar 
Manker. otto Coan. la-sler Ia>ninion. Harry Itamsilell.

.Iiiliiis Fries. Charles E. King. Harrv Mi-Orath. 
.Michael Kessell. Joseiih Clair. William Beardall.

William 
Klautier. Edwanl .Murray. Frederick Kliinian. Henry 
tiiiezig, Fiarry Colwn.

The grartd jury continued its investigation this 
aftermsvn. llavid (iideon and Charles Heany being 
exaniin"d. Notliing of their testimony was learned. 
.'<fd l.lehtenstein. who had ta'cn subpoenaed to ap- 
pear. had a talk with Elder at Hie court house, but 
did not go before the grand Jury. 

Frank Herwii* is under two charges of book- 
making at the track. .\liraham Zabinsk.v alleges 
that Herwit* failed to make good on a liet .yes- 
terday on the third ra<X‘. Herwitr liad lieeu iirevi- 
oiisly arrested and was out on bail. He was ar- 
rested a second time on eoniidaint of Zahinsky. 

Acting Pistrict Attorne.v Elder iironiiseil a sensa- 
tion in the shape of a presentment ami concealed 
the names tif two men who were indiet<‘d. "It 
will he handed down on Tliursday.” said Elder. 
“It will contain the view of members of the grand 
jury on the race track matter." 

“Whom will it hil't” he was asked. 

“Walt and see.” he said. “It will cause a sensa- 
tion.”

When reiiPMleling 
the track the steoplecliasi- course did not escape 
attention and the Jumps now are projiahly the stiff- 
est of any in the i-ountr.v. All the lioi-ses moved to 
them at iialf speed.

Tlic lamdon Fn-e Press lias 
Ik-cii inijHiscd on with several stories atHint the 
affair.

“That Hie running horse people of Canada are 
inleresting theniseives in Hie estaldisiiing of a mile 
track liere for the liangtails. to lie erected and titled 
in time for next snninier. is again evidenced by 
Hie fact Hiat Willlani Hanralian. seeretar.y of the 
assiK-iaHon track in AViiidsor. and one of the big men 
in lim-se racing in Canada, has ta-en in the city 
IiMiking over the ground with II.
